In many of the small 
public parks of that city Ihoro aro hero and 
lhor« large open spaces covered with gravel. 
Every morning in each of these spaces may 
be seen a large pile of sand, cone-shaped 
about four feel high and six feot in diam- 
eter at tho base. 
After breakfast Ihe child- 


ren of the neighborhood,equipped with lilllo 
spades, hatchets and wagons, repair to those 
cones and employ themselves iu digging 
them down and scattering tho material, ao. 
cording to their fancy,over the gravel spaces. 
Ths next morning tho cones aro all ready 
for another assault. 
The city government 


provides the sand, and has it piled up in 
cones each nighl. 
Tho result of this simple 


plan is that Iho children acquire a fondness 
for exercise and labor, and got that health- 
fill open-air amusement so essential lo ll 
vitality in a city.

Tlie long fingers, with large knuckles niid 


&amw pinched waists in between, are pain- 
ful indications in the matter of health. Thoy 
threaten consumption ; betoken scrofula ; 
are never associated with a robust physique, 
whatever the appearances of things may be. 
AVhen the tips are very pointed they are 
like the hands o£ a skeleton, and suggest Iho 
most distressing thoughts. 
AVo have seen 


hands of this Kind, with the skin just 
wrapped loosely over the bones, that were 
fearful to look at aud terrible to touch. 
Opposite to these are the lingers swollen by 
chilblains into the semblance of small sau- 
sages, where there are no knuckles at all, 
and tho wholo joinlless member is like a 
stuffed pincushion, doughy, .without resist- 
ance or elasticity. 
And somo fiugers, long, 


lean, shapeless, have no protuberant joints 
and no slim waists between, but are like 
pipe-shnnks, *of 
tho same thickness nil 


through. 
And a man with these fingers is 


invariably fond of waving biH hands about, 
when you are irresistibly reminded of spi- 
ders' legs,aud do not like tho comparison. 


If iiuger-tips have a language of their 


own KO have the nails; and tho manner of 
keeping them is as oloquent as all tho rest. 
Some keep them long and pointed, like rem- 
iniscences of clavrs; others bito theirs close 
to the quick; some pare and trim and scrapo 
and polisH up to tho highest point of artifi- 
cial beauty; and othera,carryingtue doctrine 
of nature to tho outside limit, 
let them 


grow wild, with jagged edges,broken tracts, 
and agnails or "back friend" (is the agoniz- 
ing consequences. Sometimes you see the 
most beautiful nails, pink, transparent, 
nib e'rt-sh aped, with tho .delicate filmy little 
£:HaU-moou" indicated at the base—all the 
conditions of beauty carried to perfec- 
tions but all 
rendered of no avail by 


dirt and slovenliness; while others, thick, 
white ribbed, square, with no half-moon, 
spotted like HO mauy circus horses with 
''gifts" timl "frigmls" and tho like—that is, 
without beauties and with positive blem- 
ishes—(ire yet pleasant to look at for the 
care bestowed on them, their dainty perfec- 
tion of cleanliness being R charm itself. 
Nothing, indeed, is more disgusting than 
dirty hands and neglected nails, as nothing 
gives one such a sense of freshness and caro 
as tho same members well kept. But one of 
the ugliest things in nails is when they aro 
bitten; which, to judge by what one sees, is 
n habifc having irresistible fascinations for 
those given over to it. It is an action, by 
the way,that has more than one significance. 
It may mean consideration,doubt,hesitancy; 
or it may mean auger or annoyance; or, as a 
habit, it may point to the not remote possi- 
bility of madness. In any case it is ugly lu 
look at, and worse than ugly in its results ; 
bare finger tips, with tho protecting cover 
guawed to the bleeding flesb; belonging to 
the Hst of things mutilated and wilfully 
Spoiled—therefore- taken out'Of tho category 
of things ugly by nature, hcuco misfortunes 
for which tiie Kufl>ror is in no wise account- 
able. 


There is tho animal loving hand, largo, 


broad aud firm; the beauty loving hand, 
with tho palm noticeably pink in hue, ami 
warm and slightly moist in feeling. 
There 


is the artist's hand, which is all this and 
something more ; and the poet's hand,which 
has less practical capacity thau the artist's. 
There is the surgeon's hand,which is for tho 
most part the perfection of a hnud, scorning 
to unite every distinctive quality of all other 
well-fashioned hands in itself, and to bo 
made expressly for the delicate, firm, per- 
ceptive work it has to do ; and yet there 
have been before now eminent aurgoous with 
immense hands, who have achieved aa much 
success as those of their brethren whoso 
hands wero seemingly more directly iltteii 
for their task. 
There aro hands with those 


crooked littlo fingers which worn as if they 
had boon broken, aud hamis with "fly" 
thumbs, bending back as if double, join led; 
hands whence the cold, clammy damps can 
never bo dried—and these hands nro tho 
apologies for glorcft—as arothtir oongouerH, 
the hands which are warm and moist, as if 
they had been newly plunged In hot wator, 
aud neither \vnshod nor wiped aflor. 
Less 


dlsagrionblo to the touch than Ihefio, but 
more disRstrouH to Iho possessor, are those 
dry and burning hands whloh loaro on yours 
the impression of fire, and are indeed signs 
of tho fever, whether of mind or body, mire 
to ho consuming llionn who posnoftH Iheln. 
And then there nro hiuuls noituor v/ot nor 
burning; neither cold nor Iiot, but just what 
healthy living (lonli nhonld ho—warm, clrui. 
tin, frotili, mid which give you ron! pleasure

sonled, and moulds—not injuring tho jolly 
uuderueath—but a needless waste of any. 
bread jars are not scalded as (hey should be, 
nud tha brand—if good when baked—has a 
musty taste. 
Cheese and meat are left un- 


covered in hot weather, rendering each unlit 
for the table. Such, aud numberless other 
leaks, will keep a family iu want, when a 
little care nnd economy in just such minor 
details would insure a fair competency.—
